jority of the soldiers 
work in civilian occupations. One by 
one, all the war time orders-in-coun- 


cil, regulations and prohibitions. are 
passing away, and the Dominion is 
again rapidly being placed on a Peace 
basis. The acuteness of the sorrows 
caused by the war ig being assuaged 
by that greatest of all healers, time, 
and the feelings of racial bitterness 
and even. hatred which are aroused 
by war are fading. 

Ther titanic struggle is already a 
matter of history, but while memory 
lasts people will remember the hor- 
rors and stress of the past five ter- 
rible years, and all future generations 
will be more or less affected by the 
experience through which mankind 
was called upon to pass. But while 
remembering. these things, it is well 
that as a people we should keep even 
more vividly in our memories the re- 
collection of the heights of loyal de- 
votion to country to which people at- 
tained, the self-sacrifices they so free- 
ly and gladly made, the patriotic ser- 
vices. they so splendidly rendered. 
During the war the people of Canada 
rose to undreamed of heights of 
greatness and achieved a national 
splendor of which any people might 
well. be proud. In a word, Canada 
found its soul—something which in 
the more materialistic days of old 
this country seemed to lack. 

In the past five trying years Can- 
adians achieved confidence in them- 
selves; they learned to do by doing. 
They discovered latent native ability 
and organizing capacity to do big 
things and do them well. In. the 
stress and tumult of war they learn- 
ed many lessons, not least of which 
was the discovery that for well-nigh 
fifty years the Canadian people had 
busied themselves, and _ quarrelled, 
and divided, over many petty matters 
and ideas and animosities of a. long 
dead past. Canadians called their 
Dominion a nation, but it was not, 
and never could be while its people 
lacked national vision, a national out- 
look and truly. national aspirations. 
The country was without a real in- 
spiration. The war has supplied what 
Canada formerly lacked, and, lacking 
it, was weak and almost impotent in 
the world, 

Are the Canadian people, who 
proved themselves so big and master- 
ful in war, going to remain so in 
peace? Is this Dominion which has 
risen to. a proud place among the na- 
tions going to retain that place, an‘, 
in the military language of the day, 
consolidate its position? Or are we 
going to slip back into the old nar- 
row-mindedness which was (>: 
greatest handicap in the past?

Canadian patriotism stood the test 
of war, but the real test of the pat- 
riotism. of the people of this Do- 
minion will come in the years, of 
peace upon which we have now en- 
tered, It will be a sterner test, lack- 
ing, as it will, the incentive of a great 
struggle to win, a glorious victory to 
achieve, It will call for infinite pa- 
tience and hard work. Yet, after all, 
the prizé to be won is something 
finer, better, more lasting than | the 
prize of victorious war. 

The winning of the war, to which 
the people of Canada were willing to 
bend all their energies, and in the 
accomplishment of which no sacrifice 
was too great and no service too ard- 
uous, guaranteed to us and our chil- 
dren their independence and liberties 
and the blessings of Christian  civil- 
ization. 

But the possession of these price- 
less things will be of little value to 
us unless we use them as we ought. 
Rather will their possession prove 
our own condemnation if we do not 
worthily employ them to maké Can- 
ada truly great and a benefactor am- 
ong the nations. We enjoy inde- 
pendence to develop our country for 
weal or for woe, to create and firmly 
establish a nation renowned for re- 
form and advancement, for the elim- 
ination of social ills, for the splendor 
of its education; we enjoy the widest 
liberty to do, good, not license to do 
evil. 

With the dawning of this new cra 
of peace, Canadians should practice 
self-control and continued self-denial. 
They should find the same gratifica- 
tion:in rendering service to the nation 
now as in the days of war. They 
should be patient and earnest in in- 
stituting reforms, but impatient with 
all wrongs. In a word, Canada needs, 
and needs badly, the war spirit of 
the country and its people carried 
into all the activities of the years of 
peace.

French Bill Would 
Help Shopkeeping 


Whose Businesses Have Been De- 
stroyed By Reason of 
War 

Paris, France.—Mr. Etienne Cle- 
mentel, minister of commerce, has in- 
troduced in the Chamber of Deputies 
a bill providing for the opening of 
credit for 100,000,000 francs in favor 
of the small shopkeepers, manufac- 
turers and workmen whose busin- 
esses have been destroyed, or who 
have been placed out of work by 
reason of war. 

Mr. Clementel, in introducing the 
bill, said that artisans and small shop- 
keepers were in a more difficult posi- 
tion than any other demobilized class, 
The means of livelihood has disap- 
peared as well as.custom. The cham- 
ber had already voted 12,000,000 
francs toward a people's bank. A 
great effort was being made by the 
chambers of commerce prefects to 
meet the need of the personnel, and 
already seven people's banks were 
established and 38 were — being org- 
anized, ,

“Khaki College” 
Doing Valuable Work 


System Adopted Is that of Free 
Tutorial Classes 

Winnipeg, Man.—The “Khaki Col- 
lege” in connection with the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba is doing valuab 
reconstruction work. At present there 
are 113 returned men taking — the 
courses who would, in all probability, 
have thought it hopeless to go on 
with their education if it had -been 
necessary to go back to high school 
or to resume at the university with- 
out this opportunity to gain time, The 
system adopted in the Khaki College 
is that of free tutorial classes, 

Instead of drifting into occupa- 
tions for the moment more lucrative, 
these returned men who left — their 
Studies to shoulder a rifle are being 
induced to resume their interrupted 
studies at a critical period in their 
lives, and are thus saved to the pro- 
fessions, preventing an inealculable 
loss to the province. Students can 
enter at any time, and are allowed to 
proceed to the next higher grade 
without the formality of an examina- 
tion whenever the instructors deem 
them to be ready for promotion. -The 
purpose of these tutorial courses is 
primarily to prepare the boys to re- ~ 
enter the university regular classes 
next September, but it is thought that 
the Khaki College will carry on all 
winter, 

It is a significant fact that the 
courses leading to a definite profese 
sion are better patronized than those 
leading to an arts degree. The courses 
leading toward engineering and law 
are most popular.

Schoolhouse 


Schools Belong to the Community 
and Were Built for Use 

In a certain farm commutnity in 
eastern Kansas recently the alfalfa 
was not growing right. The crop in 
that neighborhood was sick and a 
doctor was needed. A _ progressive 
farmer sent in a call for a doctor— 
namely, the county agent. Then he 
hunted up the school director who 
had the ke¥ to the district school and 
telephoned round to all the neigh- 
bors that on Wednesday night next 
there would be an alfalfa meeting at 
the schoolhouse. 

When the county agent arrived he 
found every seat filled and almost 

‘every square foot of standing room 
occupied by a farmer. The agent 
talked for forty-five _ minutes and 
then questions were fired at him for 
an hour and forty-five minutes. 

But this editorial is not about al- 
falfa or county agents. It is about 
country. schools in the summer time. 
For one school that is made use of 
there are two or maybe a dozen that 
are not used at alk Now these schools 
belong to the community, not to some 
crusty old fogy of a director, They 
were built for use. 

During the war times, with Liberty 
loans and Red Cross drives and seed- 
corn campaigns, the country. schools 
were used more than ever before. 
Many a. countryside learned for the 
first time how convenient it was to 
gather there instead of going five or 
ten miles to town to attend a meet- 
ing. So how about. planning — for 
more cross-road school meetings this 
summer? Take the wife and the boys 
and girls along. Mix in some good 
social times for young and old, 
along with alfalfa meetings and such. 

Then old. Bill Smith will stop 
grumbling at the high school taxes, 
maybe. And perchance the weeds 
will be kept mowed and the pump in 
working order so that a thirsty trav- 
eller passing along that way can ‘get 
a drink when he stops.—From the 
Country Gentleman, 


Britain’s Huge Army 


Still Has Many Troops in Field in 
s Different Sections 

London.—Reuter’s learns in regard 
to British -forees overseas that the 
army on the Rhine numbers 206,000, 
and the army in France and Flanders 
214,000, the latter mainly for salvage 
work, also to supply the line of com- 
munication for the Rhine army, of

There are 11,000 British troops in 
Italy, including troops for clearing up 
‘purposes, and also a battalion form- 
ing part of the international garrison 
of Fiume.

British Admiralty Blameless 


Another Proof of German Disregard 
of Agreements and Obli- 
gations 

Whatever inclination was at first 
exhibited to blame the British Admir- 
alty for laxity in permitting the scut- 
tling of the German warships in Scapa 
Flow has been dispelled by the state- 
ment issued from the British Em- 
bassy at Washington. The armistice 
terms provided for the internment, 
not the surrender of the ships, and 
this decision was made by the heads 
of the allied governments. More- 
over, the original intention was to in- 
tern the ships in neutral harbors, but, 
in view of the difficulties in carrying 
out that course the allied naval coun- 


‘cil ultimately agreed that Scapa Flow 


should be used and that the comman- 
der-in-chief of the British Grand 
Flect should be entrusted with the 
duty of taking the necessary meas- 
ures. This decision was reached ag- 
ainst the recommendation of the na- 
val adviser of the British Admiralty 
that the ships should be surrendered. 
His recommendation was overruled 
by the council, probably, though this 
is not stated, to Icave free the ultim- 
ate disposal of the German vessels. 


In these circumstances the Admir- 
alty acted strictly in accordance with 
the terms of ‘the armistice, taking 
meagures in all respects similar to 
those that would have been put in 
force in a neutral port, To place 
armed guards on the German ships 
was not consi@ered admissable, and it 
is pointed out that even had this been 
done, it would have provided no guar- 
antee against their sinking, The Ger-! 
man crews, with, their expert know- 
ledge of the complex valve machin- 
ery, would have found it a compara- 
tively casy matter to open the valves 
without detection, and once opened, 
the end was inevitable. The ships, in

Saskatchewan Wool Crop 


Nearly a Million Pounds Will Be 
Shipp¢d From Province 
This Year 
This year nearly a 

of wool will be shipped from Saskat- 
chewan as against somewhat over 
seven hundred thousand pounds last 
year. Preliminary receipts at the co- 
operative branch of the Department 
of Agriculture through which. branch 
a large part of the wool of the far- 
mers of Saskatchewan is sold, indi- 
cate that about five hundred thousand 
pounds of wool will be handled by 
this branch during the next few 
weeks. This is an increase of 100,000 
pounds over last year’s total. The 
rest of Saskatchewan’s wool output is 
handled by the Southern Saskatche- 
wan Woe! Growers’ Association, 
whose headquarters are at Maple 
Creek. As the flocks in the territory 
served by this association have had a 
fair increase since-last clipping, there 
will be a corresponding increase in 
the quantity of wool handled.

Money To Be 
Made In Alfalfa 


Large Offer for Alfalfa Crop Is 
Refused 

The report cones from Coaldale 
(Alberta), from authentic sources, 
that a farmer in that district who has 
a fine stand of alfalfa on a 160-acre 
field has been offered $55 an acre for 
the year’s crop. This fabulous offer 
is all the more remarkable when it is 
considered that the offer is for the 
standing crop. The owner would not 
need to touch it, 

And what is still more remarkable 
is that he turned the offer down cold, 
It may not be so remarkable, cither, 
when one considers that the first crop 
will cut two tons of cured alfalfa to 
the acre, and there is a good outlook 
for three crops this year. Alfalfa last 
winter sold at $28 to $32 baled. This 
coming winter there is every likeli- 
hood that it will go to $40 and even 
higher. Baled alfalfa in Los Angeles 
is selling at $60 a ton at the present 
time.—Lethbridge Herald. 


May Lift Embargo 


British Government Is to Soon Re- 
move Canadian Livestock 
Ban 

London.—The long-drawn-out Can- 
adian fight for the removal of the 
British embargo on Canadian ‘Store 
Cattle seems 40 be drawing to a suc- 
cessful close. Dr, Robertson, chief of 
the Canadian agricultural ‘research 
department, bearded the lion in his 
den; that is to say, he faced the agri- 
cultural committee of the Commons, 
numbering something like 100 mem- 
bers, representing all parts of agricul- 
tural England, Scotland, Wales, but 
not Ireland, whose influence in parlia- 
ment and with ministers has been the 
greatest obstacle to the realization of 
Canada’s repeated desires as express- 
ed by succesive Canadian govern- 
ments for the past 30 years. 

It was revealed during the proceed- 
ings that the imperial war cabinet, at 
Premier Borden’s instigation, had re- 
considered one question in April, 
1917, and decided that the Canadian 
cattle would be again admitted at the 
end of the war. Lord Ernie, then a8 
now, president of the board of agri- 
culture, was favorable to this compro- 
mise, as also was. Walter Long, an- 
other member of the present cabinet, 
who was minister of agriculture long 
ago,

Outlook for Less Than Half a Crop 
in Parts of the West 

Reports received from the branch 
banks of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce from every part of the Prairie 
Provinces by the western superinten- 
dent of the bank ‘indicate that—as- 
suming average weather conditions 
between now and harvést—the fol- 
lowing per acre yield. anight be ex- 
pected this season as compired with 
the average yields of previotis years. 

Wheat: Manitoba, 116 per cent.; 
Saskatchewan, 78 per chnt;: Alberta, 
61 per cent. Oats: Manitoba, 106 per 
cent.; Saskatchewan, 74 per cent.; Al- 
berta, 66 per cent. Barley: Manitoba, 
106 per cent.; Saskatcliewan, 72 per 
cent.; Alberta, 67-per cent. 

The extreme castern portion of 
Saskatchewan has shared Manitoba's 
good fortune in rainfall, but over 
thost of the remaining portion of that 
Province the outlook is for half an 
average crop or less. 

In the western half of Alberta, 
north of the main line of the C.P.R., 
prospects are satisfactory, but in the 
eastern half of this portion the out- 
look is for only slightly better than 
half a crop. Over nearly the whole 
province south of the main line of the 
C.P.R. less than half a crép is now 
looked for. ; 

The ten-year average yield per acre 
in Alberta of wheat is about twenty 
bushels; oats, 46; barley, 33; in Sas- 
katchewan, wheat, 18; oats, 38; bar- 
ley 27; and in Manitoba, wheat, 18; 
oats 37, and barley, 27 busliels.

Victory Day | 
In - Pari? 


President Poincare Expresses Thanks 
of France to Troops 

Paris —Weary, but still bent upon 
continuing its festivities until the last 
ounce’of celebrative energy bas been 
spent, Paris kept up its victory day 
celebration well into the small hours 
of the morning. Each of the tradi- 
tional attractions of the 14th of July, 
the illuminations, the fireworks, the 
free performances in the national 
theatres, the street dancing, found 
its particular crowd. 

The climax of the night's proceed- 
ings, however, was the appearance of 
the “Girandole,” especially brought 
from Florence, where it was made 
for the occasion. It consisted of a 
series of connected panels brilliant y 
illuminated by 25,000 lamps and 
adorned with the portraits of the 
allied rulers and celebrities together 
with inscriptions recalling the prin- 
cipal events of the war. The whole 
cdntrivance was more than 3,000 feet 
long. Eight hundred soldiers dragged 
the immense machiné through the 
Principle streets on both sides of the 
Seine, its progress being accompanied 
by the strains of military band music: 
and itS-appearance everywhere being 
welcomed with immense delight by 
the people. The largest crowds were 
in the Champs Elysees, where the il- 
luminations were particularly beauti- 
ful in their effect, a notable feature 
of the lighting being the rays which 
lamps upon the Arc de Triumphe sent 
darting down the magnificent a. 
enue, Thousands, too, gathere 
around and admired the cenotaph and 
the boulevards, 

A real carnival spirit was in evi- 
dence among the people and confetti 
battles were numerous, notwithstand- 
ing the ban that had been put upon 
them by the prefect. ‘ 

As a sequel to the victory day cele- 
bration, President Poincaire wrote to 
Premier Clemenceau asking him in 
the name of the country to “convey 
to the French armies on this divine 
moment the passionate admiration 
and gratitude of the republic.” 

The Premier sent congratulations 
to Marshal Petain and the allied com- 
manders, through Marshal Foch, 
the allied commander-in-chief. The 
Premier concluded his letter to Mar- 
shal Petain by the reminder that 
from the victory of war there remains 
the victory of peace to he achieved. 


Import Regulations 


Regulations Governing Importation of 
Cattle from United States 

The Dominion department of agri- 
culture has found it necessary to am- 
end the regulations governing the im- 
portation of cattle from the United 
States for exhibition purposes, 

After July 2nd, it will be necessary 
for all American cattle imported for 
this purpose to be accompanied by 
tuberculin test chart signed by a 
officer of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry stating that they 
have been tested by him within 60 
days of the date of entry at the boun- 
dry. 

This amendment. was considered 
advisable owing to the fact that 
changes have been made in the Amer- 
ican regulations which now require 
that Canadian cattle shipped to the 
United States for exhibition purposes 
must, after July 1, be accompanied by 
a tuberculin test chart signed by a 
veterinary inspector of the Health of 
Animals Branch of the department of 
agriculture, stating that they have 
been tested within sixty. days of ex- 
portation, 

Live stock exhibitors should bear 
this in mind, and forward requests 
to the Veterinary Director-General, 
Ottawa, for the services of inspectors 
to test their cattle as promptly as 
possible after they have decided to 
ship them for exhibition purposes.

Decree Issued On 
Rule In Tripoli 


Giving to the Natives Equal Rights 
With Italians 
Washington, District of Columbia, 
—The Italian government has _ pro- 
mulgated a decree giving to the na- 
tives’ of Tripoli equal rights with 
Italians, while maintaining their spe- 
cial rights and religious and social 

customs. 

The decree also gives reasonable 
administrative autonomy, notably by 
means of a small local parliament, 
deliberative and elected, side by side 
with the governor and composed of 
citizens of all religions; This. parlia- 
ment has full powers with regard to 
local laws, direct taxation and admin- 
istrative provisions. 

A government council, presided = 
over by the governor and made up of 
government officials, and ~ members 
elected by the local parliament, ex- 
presses its opinion as to the choice 
of officials, which the governor ap- 
points direct to the post of regional 
commissioner, delegate for a locality 
and district agent. Deliberative and 
elective councils help these officials 
in the administration of regions, lo- 
calities and districts, ‘The municipal 
authorities also comprise representa- 
tives of the population.

Crop Prospects 


A survey of tle crops recently showed 
that the important wheat lands of South- 
ern Alberta were in a precarious situation, 
This unfavourable condition in the south 
¢euntry has since been confirmed and in- 
tensificd. 

In thesouth the situation briefly is this; 
there was sufficient moisture from snow 
or spring rains to germinate the grain 
and the crops: came ‘up satisfactorily, 
There was not sufficient moisture below 
to constitute a reservoir for the steady 
supply of moisture to crops for subsequent 
growth and there. has not been sufficient 
rain since, 

There have been showers over many 
parts of the south since that but in no 
cases -have these showers been heavy 
enough ‘to’ saturate down even to the 
little moisture that there was below and 
so induce any water movement in the 
crops. The rains that have occurred 
over the whole of this area have been 
showers that have wet the surface soi] but 
only to the depth of an inch. They have 
quickly evaporated without becoming eff- 
ective to the furthering of crop growth,

The hay crop is. quite light as to both 
native and taine hay and there will be 
practically ‘no surplus in any part of the 
province for. the southern’ stockmen, 
Stock in Central.
